“If the surging power of the 
Communist empire were not so 
ominous and fearful,. we would 
still be faced with the task of 
touching the minds of our chil- 
dren so that they can deal with 
the fabulous new things that men 
are now discovering § through 
knowledge accumulated over the 
centuries. 


An Emergency 


“But,” he said, “there is now 
added an emergency about the 
task that only the naive can fail 
to understand, It results from the 
towering strength of the Commu- 
nist world. For they are at war 
with the long pilgrimage of the 
human race, are at war 
with the noble thoughts and hu- 
mane principles that have lifted 
the minds of men since time im- 
memorial. 


“This threat,"’ he said, ‘can be 
met only by people who are edu- 
cated .. . well educated.”

WASHINGTON (UPI)—President John F. Kennedy paid a flying 
visit to cancer-stricken Sam Rayburn in Dallas Monday, and returned 
to Washington praising the speaker’s courage in the face of death. 


Emerging after 15 minutes at 
Rayburn’s bedside in Baylor Hos- 
pital, Kennedy said: 


“We had a good conversation. 
I was happy to have a good 
chance to talk with him. He’s 
sick of course, but I was glad I 
could be with him. He, showed 
enough courage for anybody.” 


Kennedy arrived at nearby An- 
drews Air Force Base, Md., at 
9:25 and went directly to the 
White House by helicopter. 


Aboard the President's plane, 
en route to Washington, White 
House press secretary Pierre Sal- 
inger said Kennedy found the 
Speaker noticeably thinner, but 
lively. 

Rayburn took the conversational 
lead, turning quickly .to politics. 
Both men seemed anxious to 
avoid mentioning the reason for

Chattin on Feb. 17, 1960, re- 
voked the charter on grounds that 
the school: 1. Sold beer and other 
items without licenses; 2.

Salute to Fall, 
Thoughts on U.N. 


NEW YORK—Without being terribly alarming, 
this may be the last of these seasons we will see 
our country at peace. It is necessary only to take 


a@ very brief look to see that our affairs at the United Nielions 2 are not 
going very well. It is only to read the papers to see that our affairs— 
and all of the West’s affairs—are not going too well as against the cold 
and dreadful menace presented by the Soviet Union. 


This indeed, is a season of fare- 
well. It may be farewell to all 
our hopes for keeping an absolute- 
ly undividable, an absolutely total, 
front against the Soviet Union. 
Our representatives in the United 
Nations are trying very hard; 
we shall not know how successful 
they have been until long later. 

This piece, therefore, is a 
salute to fall. That fall so sunny 
and so brisk and so hopeful. 

We do not know—and no man, 
even including President Ken- 
nedy, can know—how and where 
and when we will come out of 
the crisis of Berlin.

Therefore, a columnist may now 
pay fond memory to the past. 

And though the past has gone, 
there is no columnist now, in this 
time of darkness and danger, to 
recall it or to explain it. 

All that we can know is that we 
are, all of us, the heirs to a tra- 
dition of justice and honor. All 
that we can. know, each and all 
of us, is that no agreement made 
by our government should con- 
demn our past to safeguard our 
future.

At the Kiwanis Governor’s Ban- 
quet Monday night, past interna- 
tional president Albert J. Tully of 
Mobile told an audience of 1,200, 
“America’s right to, a position of 
leadership in the world is being 
challenged on every front.” 
NEGLECT OF CAUSES 


“The ‘real evil that is challeng- 
ing us,”’ he said, “‘is the neglect 
of causes and indifference to con- 
ditions. We've got to get off dead 
center and stop waiting for things 
to come to us.” 

He said citizens—not just the 
leaders, ‘“‘must become personal- 
ly involved in solutions,”’ and take 
up civic activities whenever pos- 
sible. 

He said personal purpose is the 
antithesis of national purpose 
“only to the extent. that personal 
purpose concerns itself with gath- 
ering material wealth. Personal 
responsibility is absolutely essen- 
tial if we are to survive.” 


Earlier in the day Dr. Frank 
R. Barnett, vice president of and 
research director of the Richard- 
son Foundation of Greensboro, 
N.C. and New York, told the Ki- 
wanians again that it is up to 
each individual American to pre- 
pare for civil defense in ‘‘an act 
of individual will (to survive) that 
gives meaning to national will.’ 


Americans should build fallout 
shelters as a deterrent to nuclear 
war, he said, rather than throw up 
their hands and cry war is un- 
thinkable. 

TO TAKE LEAD 


He also called for an organi- 
zation such as the Kiwanis to take 
the lead in forming a program 
to meet the challenge of com- 
munism in areas outside the juris- 
diction of the federal government.

2 Tests 


Diabetes 


- By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


“Dear Dr. Molner: Would you 
explain when ‘suspected dia- 
betes’ passes into the category 
of ‘known diabetes’? Can tests 
verify the period during which 
this takes place?—C.F.” 


If you mean, can tests tell in 
advance when (or if) a suspected 
case will turn into a known case, 
or confirmed case, the answer 
is no. Some fairly shrewd guess- 
ing sometimes proves to be cor- 
rect, but even good guessing 
isn't dependable. 


However, once the dividing line 


has been passed, it is possible |. 


to determine the fact definitely. 


A suspected diabetic is a per- 
son who may have occasional 
sugar in the urine, and occasional 
periods when the concentration 
of blood sugar is elevated. 


It becomes a known case when 
sugar is present regularly in the 
urine and—this is important—the 
blood sugar level does not return 
to the normal fasting level within 
2 or 2% hours. Indeed, the sec- 
ond test is more important than 
the first, because the real dan- 
ger in diabetes lies in the body's 
inability to use up or get rid of 
excess blood sugar. 


This may be getting a bit com- 
plicated, but it is significant. 
Let's say that a case of diabetes 
is confirmed. Then, by proper 
diet and medication (whether in- 
sulin, diabetes pills or both) 
the case is brought into balance 
so that no more sugar is taken 
into the system than can be dis- 
posed of. The patient may even 
go for long periods without sugar 
showing in the urine. That’s fine! 
The diabetes is under control. But 
it does NOT mean that it is 
“‘cured.’’ The condition is there, 
ready to cause trouble if ever 
we are careless enough to stop 
taking the necessary precautions. 


There is still a third term to 
keep in mind, the ‘“‘potential 
diabetic,’"” who may not yet be a 
‘suspected diabetic’’ — although 
the dividing line between ‘‘poten- 
tial’ and ‘“‘suspected’’_ean often 
be so thin that the difference 
vanishes. 


Potential diabetics — people 
who are likely to develop diabetes 
—are marked by such signs as 
these: Those who under certain 
circumstances may have a show- 
ing of sugar in the urine or an 
abnormal sugar tolerance test, 
such as obese persons; those 
with a strong family history of 
diabetes; some .women who have 
large babies, by which I mean 
over 8 or 8% pounds. 


The ‘‘certain condition’’ under 
which sugar may appear include 
situations involving stress, as 
with the use of cortisone, during 
surgery, or severe infection. 
Afterward the sugar may return. 
to normal. ‘All the same, these 
individuals may properly be re- 
garded as potential or suspected 
diabetics, since there is a rela- 
tively strong chance that some 
of them will develop diabetes 
later on. 


The term, ‘‘known diabetic,” 
has another connotation. We use 
it to signify people whose cases 
have been definitely identified, 
as opposed to the million, or per- 
haps several million people who 
have diabetes but don’t yet know 
it. Every year, during the di- 
abetes campaigns, we find thou- 
sands. 


“Dear Dr. Molner: How long 
can a person live on just 
creamed coffee and cigarets? 
A woman in our neighborhood 
claims it won’t hurt you be- 
cause the coffee stimulates, the 
cream provides food and cig- 
arets can be pleasing. — Mrs. 
M.B.” 


I guess you could last quite 
a while—but you'd wind up with 
scurvy, bad nerves and a ter- 
rible yearning for some _ solid 
food. The idea is utter hogwash.

GAINED STRENGTH 


It was rather acknowledged 
that Rayburn has gained enough 
strength since his illness was di- 
agnosed to see the President. 
Doctors give the credit to corti- 
sone, a stimulant which also 
keeps poisons from accumulating 
in Rayburn’s system. 


Rayburn is getting daily doses 
of “5 flouro-uracil,’”” an experi- 
mental drug which might enable 
him to last weeks or months 
longer than he would without it. 


Rayburn’s immediate problem 
is whether he can take the new 
drug by transfusion, one dose a 
day, for a week or two without 
suffering side effects that will 
force its discontinuance. 


He has taken two doses with- 
out side effects and felt so good 
Monday that after a lunch of 
roast beef, gravy, asparagus tips, 
an orange bran muffin, iced tea 
and ice cream, he sat up in bed 
and looked at the last game of 
the World Series on television.

The case came to the Supreme 
Court on appeal from the U.S. 
Middle District of Tennessee 
Court. Judges there ruled that 
federal courts ‘‘will not intervene 
in cases of this type to compel 
legislative reapportionment.” 


The urban voters are asking the 
Supreme Court to order the dis- 
trict court to hear the Case. on 
its merits. 


The State of Tennessee argued 
before the court Monday that for 
a federal court to become a 
party in this dispute would dis- 
rupt the constitution’s separation 
of powers. Jack Wilson, assistant 
attorney general of Tennessee, 
said the state was therefore in- 
terposing its sovereignty in the 
case. Without arguing whether 
the legislature was fairly or un- 
fairly apportioned, Wilson insist- 
ed that there are other ways for 
people such as the 11 urban voters 
to seek relief. 


Wilson argued that the issues 
do not involve personal rights, 
that the question is political in 
character and that action by the 
district court would not assure 
reapportionment anyway.

And the colonel’s letter ex- 
plained, “This leaf is laid upon 
his new-made grave by one who,

Four daughters survived the 
man for whom Georgia’s Ft. Ben- 
ning is named. 
One, Anna Caroline Benning— 
known affectionately as ‘Tiny”’ 
—years later was asked by his- 
torian William J: Northern to 
write a brief history of her dis- 
tinguished father for his.

He was born ‘April 2, 1814; 
near Sparta in Columbia —— 
ancestor on the side of his moth- 
er, Malinda Lewis White Benning, 
has been traced back four gen- 
erations beyond George Wash- 
ington. His maternal grandfather, 
Richard P. White, was a Revo- 
lutionary War captain. 


Benning's father—who bore the 
unusual Christian name of Pleas- 
ant Moon—was a prosperous 
planter with “upwards of a hun- 
dred slaves.” He moved his wife 
and 11 children to Harris County 
and settled “just below the moun- 


tain.” 
Young Henry attended Mount 


Zion Academy and at 17 entered 
the University of Georgia as a| \ 
line, sternly holding every posi- 


sophomore. His classmates in- 
cluded some other Georgians who 
were to make names for them- 
selves—Herschel V. Johnson, How-

Benning graduated with first hon- 
ors and studied law in Taibotton 
under George Towns, a future 
Georgia governor. 
LAWYER, SOLDIER 

The brilliant young man was 
admitted to the bar in Columbus 
at the age of 21 and lived the rest 
of his life there except for the 
period he spent fighting in the 
War Between the States. 


He soon found a bride. Tiny, in- 
domitable Mary Howard Jones, 
the daughter of lawyer Seaborn 
Jones, bore Benning 10 children, 
managed a busy plantation and 
when the war came went three 
times to Virginia to bring her 
wounded home. 

Benning served as_ solicitor 
general of the Chattahoochee cir- 
cuit and in 1851 ran unsuccessfully 
for Congress on the Southern 
Rights or ‘‘fire-eating’’ ticket. 
Two years later at the age of 39 
he was elected associate justice 
of the Supreme Court of Georgia. 


A staunch advocate of states’ 
rights, Benning was a member 
of the Georgia Convention which 
adopted the Ordinance of Seces- 
sion. In January, 1961, Benning 
went as a commissioner before 
the Virginia Convention and in 
a fiery speech urged its adoption 
of a similar ordinance. He as- 
sisted in raising a $5 million loan 
from the Columbus district and 
himself gave 1,510 bales of cotton 
for the cause. When the Confeder- 
acy was being formed, Henry D. 
Benning was considered for the 
Cabinet. 


RAISED REGIMENT 


“He was then in middle life,” 
daughter Caroline recalled, ‘‘but 
his convictions. did not permit 
him to rest idle at home when 
the future of his country was in 
the balance." 


Benning in August, 1861, ‘‘raised 
up a regiment.’’ On the 14th of 
that month he was elected its 
colonel. On the 15th the regiment 
left for Lynchburg, Va., where it 
was numbered the 17th Georgia 
and assigned to Toombs’ Bri- 
gade. 


“His war record was a notable 
one, even in that period as full 
of Homeric figures,”’ his proud 
daughter pointed out. And an old

FIGHT AT CHICKAMAUGA 


At Chickamauga the six-foot- 
tall general had two horses shot 
from under him. Cutting a third 
horse from an Army wagon, he 
rode bareback into the fight at 
the head of his brigade. He was 
disabled temporarily by a shoul- 
der wound at the Wilderness. 
But, history records, ‘From Ma- 


-nhassas to Sharpsburg, to Fred- 


ericksburg, to Chickamauga to 
the Wilderness and to Appomat- 
tox’’ Old Rock was on the firing 


tion assigned to him. 


He was preparing an attack at. 
Appomattox when a courier in- 
formed him Gen. Lee was nego- 
tiating surrender. “It was said 
of him,” Caroline wrote, “that 
this broke hig heart and that in 
one minute years were added to 
his age. But, forming up his bri- 
gade, he marched to the ren- 
dezvous and was able to report 
‘all present or accounted for.’ ” 


PROPERTY LOST 


The general came home to find 
his property burned, his family in 
poverty. His only son, Capt. Sea- 
born Jones Benning, had died of 
war wounds. He had to maintain 
not only his own brood of girls 
but the widow and children of his 
brother-in-law, another war vic- 
tim, and the orphan children of 
his sister, Caroline. 


He resumed general law prac- 
tice in Columbus. In 1866 he was 
an unsuccessful candidate for 
judge of the Supreme Court of 
Georgia. Under Gov. James M. 
Smith’s administration, Benning 
was offered the office of chief 
justice but declined it—because, 
most observers felt, the salary 
was insufficient for his large 
family. 


His beloved wife—who had at- 
tended sick and wounded soldiers, 
fed passing troops and had given 
her only brother and her only son 
to the Confederate cause—died in 
1867, “‘as truly a victim of war 
as her gallant brother,” one 
historian noted. 


“I feel as if I had the world 
on my shoulders,’ the widowed 
general confided to a friend in a 
rare moment of discouragement. 


POOR AND PROUD 


Carriage and horses had gone 
with his slaves and other prop- 
erty. Benning moved his brood 
closer to town and walked to his 
legal work daily, a proud, rather 
austere figure. 


He died at 61 on the way to a 
courtroom.

interest on a casual examination. 
The bidding sequence is. com- 
pletely routine and after the per- 
fectly normal lead of the jack of 
diamonds declarer should experi- 
ence no trouble in making five 
spades, losing only the king of 
clubs and the ace of hearts. 


It might prove interesting for 


the reader, before proceeding fur- 
ther, to see if he can figure out 
how East and West managed to 
administer an upset. 


South won the jack of diamonds 


with the king and promptly drew 
three rounds of trumps. He then 
led the ten of clubs for the finesse. 
East won with the king, and it 
was quite apparent that the heart 
suit mus* be attacked. Risking but 
an extra trick in the process, East 
went out to effect an upset by 
leading the queen of hearts. If 
West held the king this lead would 
be as effective as the ace. If West 
lacked that card then the contract 
could not be defeated. However, 
with the lead things might happen, 
and they did. 


South realized that he must win 


a heart trick if he were to avoid 
failure. If East is leading from 
the queen-jack, South must play 
low, and if East continues with 
the jack, declarer covers and sets 
up the ten. If East’s second heart 
lead is a low one, declarer ducks 
and West will have to put up his 
ace to win the trick.
